EW YORK, May 28.— 
After the recent decline

ing prices, the shares of only three

| these eight, only one was priced at 
more than twelve times actual earn- 


ings per share in 1928. 
This situation contrasts with an 


of about fifteen times earnings at 
the beginning of this year. 

General Motors at its Monday 
closing price of 70% was selling on 
ten times the estimated per share 
net income this year of $7, and 
and only 11.5 times the $6.14 
earned in 1928. This stock pays 
$3 annual dividend, plus extras. 
Hupp, at 43%, was selling at only 
53 times the 1928 net of $8.12 a 
share, and 7.2 times the estimated 

$6 per share net for 1929 

Hudson, which pays a $5 annual 
dividend, at 81, was priced at 96 
times the 1928 earnings of $8.43 and
